legislation loomed up today as a para- 
mount issue on the senate side of the 
capitol with the administration tariff 
law within a few days of the statute 
books. 
A series of conferences at the 
White House and at the capitol en 
deavored to bring some sort of order 
out of the confused 
situation sur- 


rounding the administrat m currency 
•bill in the senate banking and cur- 
rency committee. 


Wilson Studies Bill. 
President Wilson, it became known 
today, has determined to remain in 
Washington as long as the currency 
bill is under consideration, and hat 
abandoned the idea of going to Pana 
ma this fall. 
The president began 
the day plunging into the currency 
question 
with 
Senators Owen and 
Shafroth and Secretary McAdoo. 
Following this conference work r 
framing the bill as it will be present- 
ed to the senate is progressing satis- 
factorily. Will Ratify Report. 
The house met today with the ex 
pectation that it would agree to the 
conference report on the tariff bil 
before final adjournment tonight. I! 
•was expected that the day would bt 
given up to debate on the conference 
agreement with a vote at its con- 
clusion as to the acceptance of the 
conference report. 


UNDRWOOD BREAKS 
"The rates of the tariff bill as it 
comes back to the house for approval 
propose a lower taxation 
than any 
tariff bill in the last three-quarters of 
a century," said Pepresentaive Oscar 
W. Underwood, democratic leader of 
the -house, in the opening speech to- 
dav in support of tlie conference re- 
port on the tariff bill. 
"The bill as it 
now is before the 
house is lower in its rates than either 
the bill that passed the' house or the 
bill that passed 
the senate, for the 
house conferees accepted all but three 
or four of the reductions made by the 
senate while the senate receded from 
over 'one-half of its increases. 
Greeted With Applause. 
"This tariff bill with its 26 per cent 
average is almost as low; as the fa- 
mous Walker 
tariff 
which had low- 
duties on liquor 
and tobacco. 
Be- 
sides its great reduction on articles 
of general use this bill places many of 
the necessities of'life on the free list 
or gives 
them, 
very 
low rates 
oi 


tariff." 
Representative ''.Underwood's state- 


ment: .was greeted with applause from 
the cT6%Vded democratic side of the 
'house. In contrast with the average 
tariff of 26 per cent ad valorem in 
the Underwood-Simmons bill he said

were still hard at work today trying 
to save the life of Thomas Toshosky, 
the miner who was entombed last 
Friday morning in the Continental 
mine of the Lehigh Valley Coal com- 
pany. A hole has been bored through 
the wall of coal behind which he is 
imprisoned and today a tube was in- 
serted, through which he is being fed. 
A bottle of milk was worked through 
the hole to him and after the tubing 
had been inserted to prevent the hole 
from closing he was served with milk 
and eggs. 


The slow work in reaching the en- 


tombed man is due to the constant 
shifting of the large quantity of coal 
and refuse that closed him in. 


WISCONSIN FARMERS 


HARVEST BIG CROP 


Badger State Crops Average Above 


Normal While Country at Large 


Surfers Slump. 


[SPECIAL, TU TUB GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Sept. 30.—That the 
Wisconsin farmer will be better paid 
for his superior produce and products 
this season than at any time in recent 
is the belief of H. L. Russe.l, dean 
of the stale agricultural college, who 
has lately made an. extended trip 
through the state, in support of nis 
contention, he says that while the 
crop yields of the other great food 
producing statets have been material- 
ly diminished by the droughts, Wis- 
consin fanners have never, on the 
whole, harvested 
better 
crops than 
during the present -season. 


"While the officials of the govern- 


ment crop reporting bureau," said tlie 
dean, "have lately estimated crop con- 
ditions for the entire country at about 
10 per cent below the average of re- 
cent years, I am convinced that re- 
ports from the various sections of 
Wisconsin would even average con- 
siderably above the normal for this 
state, and that in most instances has 
generally been satisfactory. 
While 
other of the middle western stales 
have been drought stricken this sum- 
mer, the rainfall in Wisconsin has 
beuii greater than usual and its dis- 
tribution has been ciuito general." 
Dean Russell attributed this sea- 
son's success in part to improved 
farmming method adopted by Wis- 
consin farmers.

'demand that the United States shall 
limit its good road activities to the 
construction and maintainence of 
a 


few 'ocean to ocean' and 'across coun- 
try' highways of great perfection and 
then leave the rest of the people to 
build their own roads or do without 
as they choose. The 'business roads 
class believes that in 
dealing with 
roads we must keep in 
mind easy 
communications 
between 
the 
farm 


and the towns and the 
railway 
star 


.'iis, KO the farmer may market his 
crops at less expense and the town 
dweller may get farm products more 
easily at less cost. 
"The 'touring roads' class desires 


to get away as far as possible from 
local control. To accomplish this a 
bill is '.^ pending in congress which 
provides that a new office shall be 
created—that of public highway com- 
missioner—who shall keep his office 
at Washington wher he may not be 
influenced nor even impressed by the 
yearnings of the people among whom 
the roads should radiate. The bill 
also provides that all questions as to 
location, method of construction and 
maintainence shall bo finally deter- 
mined by the commissioner of public 
highways. 


"If such a provision as chat shall 
ever be written into a federal law the 
joy rider will indeed reign supreme. 
"It is not a road, nor yet a few 
roads that we want. 
What we must 
have is a. general system 
of 
good 


roads extending throughout the length 
and breadth of the land. 


"You 
want fiO.'O'jO miles of expensive 


'touring roads' to be built 
in 
forty 
years. 
I want a million miles of 'busi- 
ness' and 'post roads' to be built in 
five years. 
I appeal to you to with 


draw your opposition to a plain peo- 
ple's plan, which we 
desire to pass 
through congress at the next session. 
Our plan will not be expensive and a 
vast majority oi: the people favor it.1'

Congress for 
the purpose of giving 
more effective 
protection

tory game birds, will go into effect. 
In accordance with the provisions of 
the law the 
Department of Agricul- 


ture 
has published and widely dis- 
tributed throughout the country pam- 
phlets containing the complete texl 
of the law and smaller circulars with 
a brief and condensed extract of the 
most important sections of the law, 
for the guidance of the hunters and 
of 
tlie game 
wardens 
and other 


authorities whose duty 
it is to en- 
force the new regulations. 


By the provisions of (he law the 
United States 
is divided into 
two 
zones. Zone 
1 being the 
breeding 


zone and comprising; the states lying 
wholly or in part north of latitude 40 
and the Ohio River, and Zone 2, the 
wintering zone, comprising the states 
lying wholly or in part south of lati- 
tude 40 and south of the Ohio River. 
Texas, Oklahoma.. New Mexico, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Utah, and the southern 
States are included in the wintering 
zone, while the other states form the 
breeding zone.

plied in the 
transportation 
of sand 


and gravel. 


The 
life of 
the 
moulding 
sand 
company, on the other 
hand, is at 


stake with the ruling of the railroad 
commision in the case. 
Unless 
a 


spur truck can be laid from the Ev- 
ansville-cut-off branch of the North- 
western line where it crosses the Max- 
field farm in the town oi' Janesville, 
for a length to accommodate twenty 
cars, it will be virtually impossible 
for 
the 
moulding 
sand 
company, 


which was recently incorporated with 
a capital of some $20,000 to do any 
business whatsover. 


Witnesses for the petitioning com- 


pany including, Harry L. Maxfield, Dr.

BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Members Must be 
Elected at Next 


Regular Spring Election—Have 


Five Year Te-rms. 


Rock county voters will be called 


upon to elect five new officers, mem- 
bers of a county board of education, 
at the next regular spring election ac- 
cording to the provisions o£ Chapter 
751 of the Wisconsin statutes, passed 
at the last session of the state legis- 
lature. The members of the 
board 


are to have terms of five j'ears. An- 
nual .state aid of $500.00 is provided 
by this statute for each county board 
of education, providing 
certain 
re- 


quirements are fulfilled. 
The county 


superintendent will be elected by the 
people in the same manner as here- 
tofore. Among the powers and duties 
of the board are the following: 


1. They may appoint assistants to 


the superintendent, the number de- 
pending upon the number of schools 
in the county. 


They may appoint 
clerk for 


the county superintendent, 
fix 
his 


salary and define his powers and du- 
ties. 


u. They have full power and au- 


thority to form, organize or consoli- 
date school districts. 


4. They may appoint a board of ex- 


aminers for the common school 
di- 
plomas. 


">. Each member shall devote 
not 
less than two days in each year to 
visiting and inspecting rural schools. 
But no member shall 
receive a per 


diem for more than live days. 


0. The county board of education 


shall on or before August 15 
make 


and transmit to the state superinten- 
dent an annual report. 


7, They shall lix the salary of the 


county superintendent, which 
shall 
not be less than $1,000 


5. They shall audit and allow the 
expenses 
ot the county 


clent and his assistants. 
superinten- 


9. They shall determine annually 


the amount of money 
necessary 
to 


carry out the provision 
ot this" act. 


Such amount shall 
be levied iu the 


county tax and 
set aside 
by 
the 


county treasurer as a separate fund.

The county board of education 


shall file with the county board of su- 
pervisors an itemized

It is a trite old saying that "An 


ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure," and the truthfulness of the 
statement is so thoroughly recog- 
nized today that every effort is ex- 
hausted 
to prevent 
disaster. 
The 


great medical colleges are now pro- 
vided with a chair of. preventive med- 
icine, and graduates are instructed, i 
the art of preventing disease. 


The slogan of the railroad worl 


today is "safety," and stringent law 
have been enacted in many state 
for the protection of employes in th 
realm of industry. The losses by fir. 
in this country are far in excess o 
the- same class of losses in the ol 
world, because of carelessness, am 
insurance companies arc constant!'} 
attempting to .solve 'the problem o 


, 
rreyention. 


The miil owners of New England 


decided some years ago to take ur 
the question of insurance for mitua 
protection ajid they were so success 
fill that the story of accomplishment 
which appears in the "World's Work,' 
is worth reading, because it proves 
the value of prevention, =IH an asset, 


"The 'Factory Mutuals' are merel> 


associations of mill owners who in- 
sure one another. 
They aro not run 


for profit. 
They are only to insure 


the mills and factories of their mem- 
bers, but in doing that they have 
transformed 
buildings 
'hat at one 


time were considered the worst. firo 
risks into the safest kind of build- 
ings in America, so far as fire is con- 
cerned. They have proved again the 
old adage that an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure. 


"There are nineteen Mutuals in 'all, 


but for convenience they have formed 
the Associated Fire Insurance Com- 
lianies, with' headquarters in Boston. 
They make no attempt to secure busi- 
ness, and any mill owner is eligible 
for'membership if he compiles with 
their strict rules of fire prevention. 
They charge approximately the' same 
premiums that .other insurance com- 
panies do. But after they have paid 
the cost of doing business, of inspec- 
tino. and the fire loss, they return 
what is left to their members in pro- 
portion to the premiums paid. 
This 


rebate now amounts to more than 90 
per cent of the premium. 


"When the Mutuals were formed, 


the insurance rate on factories was 
'a. dollar a hundred.' The mill owne- 
with a $100,000 property had to pa> 
$1.000 a year for fire Insurance. B. 
taking a few simple precautions th' 
Mutuals were able at once to reduce 
the rate to -50 cents a hundred, and 
now that they have made a science 
of fire prevention, they have a rate 
of only four and one-half cents. Tha 
means that the insurance on a $100, 
000 building is $45 a year. 
The in 


surer's premium on its face is far 
more than this, but the rebate brings 
the net payment down to this insig 
nificant sum. 


"Of course, the reason for this is 


that the mills insured, and therefore 
inspected by the Factory Mutuals ven 
seldom have fires. 
Whle almost al 


other kinds of buildings are burning 
up faster .than ever before, the mills 
and foundries insured in the Factorj 
Mutuals are having only one fire 
where they formerly had from fifteei 
to thirty. 


"The 
records 
of the 
transition 


period 
when 
automatic 
sprinklers 


were being installed in mills furnish 
a 
comparison 
which proves 
their 


value. In the ten years between 1877 
and 1887, 
mills without sprinklers 


insured in one companv had 759 fires 
wilh a loss of $5,707,000, or $7.500 to 
the fire. In the same period there 
were 206 fires in mills outfitted with 
automatic sprinklers with a total loss 
of ?22.4SO, or 81,080 to the fire. Even 
at 
that early date the 
automatic 


sprinkler reduced the fire loss to one- 
seventh. 


"It is on account of their tireless 


inspections that the .Factory Mutuals 
•have been so successful. There were 
nineteen of them in 1880. nsuringtwo 
hundred 
million dollars' 
worth of 


property commonly considered extra 
hazardous. 
There are still nineteen 


and they are now insuring consider- 
ably more than two billion dollars- 
worth of the same kind of property. 
They are all much stronger than they 
ever were and their business has in- 
creased more than ten-fold. 


"Compare this with other fire in- 


surance concerns. Of the 105 fire in- 
surance stock companies organized in 
New York and doing; business, in the 
year 1871. there are only twenty left 
Of the seventy-one that have since 
been organized, only twenty-four are 
still living. This leaves 44 of a total 
of 1(8—exactly one-fourth"

"But 
their meaning is that the 


courts should he governed by no gen- 
eral rules, and should decide accord- 
ing to the 'conscience,1 or caprice of 
the judge at the moment, controlled 
only by respect for the interests or 
passions of the mob in the street un- 
der the court-room windows. 


"With such a theory of government 


—with the theory that 
the 
judge 


should make or bend the laws to suit

THE PSYCHOL OGY OF NOISES. 


A 


MASCULINE contemporary of mine has 
expressed 
the 
editorial 
wish that someone would write a good essay on the psychology of 
noises. 
It is rather surprising with all the psychological articles we have 
been finding in our magazines lately that none ot the literary psy- 
chologists have enlightened us on this interesting subject. 


Everyone has noted the irritating disturbing quality of 
some 
noises, 


and the comparatively inoffensive character ol' others. 
The sound we have become accustomed to seldom distracts or disturbs 
us no matter how loud it is. 
Indeed its cessation is 


more apt to attract attention. I believe I have already 
to?d .the story in these columns of the lighthouse keeper 
in whose bed room a bell connected with the 
light 


sounded every half minute. 
I asked him how he could 
sleep in that din, and he answered that the only thing 
which would disturb him would be to have that bell 
stop sounding. That would wake him from the sound- 
est sleep. 
On the other hand, an unaccustomed noise, no mat- 


ter how light, will often pierce the thickest armor of 
concentration or even arouse a man from heavy sleep. 


Noises which occur at regular intervals are easier 


to endure, I think, than a noise that keeps one guessing 
with its irregularity. 
The slamming of a blind or the rattle of a door is 


trying even to comparatively steady nerves. 
One gets 


to listening and waiting for it. If it happens at night, 
the period of precious silence during which one might 
fall asleep, is usually consumed by wondering just 
when that blind is going to slam again 
I'm sure that 


the universal appeal of tjie story ot the nervous man 
who waited all night for the occupant of the room overhead to throw down 
his other shoe, has its foundation on the universal Buffering I'rm such irregu- 
lar noises as slamming blinds or rattling doors 
A noise which I do not understand is peculiarly irritating to me. 
One 
summer I lived near a fort where there was frequent target practice. Nat- 
urally it was difficult to concentrate when every few minutes the air was 
torn into shreds by loud explosions. Nevertheless 1 eventually became suf- 
ficiently accustome'd to the noise to practically ignore it. 
Then one after- 
noon a peculiar muffled roar knocked at the side doors of my brain, and 
concentration fled. I didn't know what it was and 1 never found out, and 
every time I heard it I would become incapable of concentration on my work. 
And yet that sound wasn't one-tenth as loud as the target practice at the fort. 
Similarly, I can endure a most atrocious hurdy-gurdy so long as it does not 
play some tune which I can almost but not quite place. 
A friend of mine complains that any odor which she cannot place has the 
same disturbing effect. 
No matter how busy she is the slightest whiff of. an 
unaccustomed or indefinable odor will at once call her mind from her task. 
Whereas the air might be stifling with some familiar odor without disturbing 
her. The sub-conscious mind and its relations to the impressions conveyed 
through our five channels of intercourse with the outer world is really a 
fascinating subject, isn't it? Please allow its fascination to be an amateur 
psychologist's apology for daring to dabble in it.

SUMMER PRESERVES. 


The thrifty housewife feels that 


she has not a 
well stocked 
fruit 


closet unless she has several kinds 
of preserves. 


Preserved Peaches. — This is an old 


Virginia recipe for preserved peaches. 
Pare perfect fruit and remove the 
stones, dropping the peaches into cold 
water to keep them from discoloring. 
When ready, drain carefully and for 
every five pounds of fruit, add four 
pounds of sugar, put a third of the 
amount of sugar in a preserving ket- 
tle with just enough water to keep 
from burning. When well 
disolved 


put in a layer of peaches and sprinkle 
over it a generous layer of sugar, con- 
tinue the process until all the sugar 
and fruit are used, hdat slowly and 
simmer until the fruit is transparent, 
skimming occasionally during the pro- 
cess. Skim the peacTies out with a 
skimmer and lay them in a large flat 
dish, taking case not to crowd them. 


Put them in the sun to become firm. 


In the meantime boil the sirup until 
it is thick and clear, carefully remov- 
ing all the scum. Return the peaches 
to the sirup just long enough to heat 
through, then pack in large mouthed 
jars. Put in a layer of fruit, then a 
layer of sirup until 
over flowing. 


Seal air tight. 
If the flavor of the 


pits is liked- crack a few of the ker- 
nels, boil in a little water, then add 
them to the jars. 


Preserved 
Pears. — For 
preserving 


choose pears of fine flavor, but not 
over sweet. Peel them, leaving the 
stems on, dropping each in cold water 
after it is peeled. When enough are 
ready drain them, weigh and for every 
pound or fruit allow three quarters 
of a pound of granulated sugar. . Par- 
Soil the fruit in water to cover, take 
out and lay on a dish to cool. 
Put 


the sugar into the kettle in the water 
In which the pears were parboiled. 
When the sugar is dissolved, drop in 
the fruit and cook slowly until the 
fruit is transparent. Allow a lemon 
to every ten pounds of fruit, cut in 
very thin slices.
